Both Cases on Docket of Lin- 
coln County Circuit Court 
Next Week. 





WAS CONVICTED BEFORE 


Anger Caused by His Act Ex- 
plains Killing of Later 
Offender. 


Capt. A. €. Grimés, former proprietor 
of a noted fishing and hunting resort 
in Lincoln County, will introduce in evi- 
dence. at his coming trial for murder 
the record of the trial of a man for at- 
tacking Mrs. Grimes, his friends say. 
Capt. Grimes, a Civil War veteran, shot 
H. B. Hines to death six months ago on 
account of an alleged insult to Mrs. 
Grimes, and will be tried at Troy, the 
county seat of Lincoln County, next 
week. 

The man who attacked Mrs. Grimes 
before her marriage to Capt. Grimes 
was named Henry Mitchell. He was 
indicted and sentenced to the Peniten- 
tiary, but the Supreme Court reversed 
the case on a technicality, and it is 
now pending in the Lincoln County 
Circuit Court on the same docket as 
that containing the murder case against 
Capt. Grimes. 

The old Captain assisted vigorously 
in the prosecution of Mitchell, appear- 
ing daily in the courtroom with the 
young woman plaintiff, then employed 
as housekeeper at the Grimes Hotel. 
After Mitchell was’ sentenced, Capt. 
Grimes and his young housekeeper 
eloped to St. Louis and were married. 

Since that time, it is ‘said, Capt. 
Grimes has been peculiarly sensitive to 
any reference to his wife, and his 
friends say that the shooting of Hines 
— from this almost morbid condi- 
ion. 

The widow of Hines brought civil suit 
against Capt. Grimes for $6000 damages, 
which was settled last week out of 
court, the amount not being made pub- 
lic. It is said that the money to make 
this settlement was raised from the sale 
of the hunting and fishing grounds, con- 
taining 160 acres of land and lake, the 
Oasis Club, composed of members of 
Moolah Temple, Mystic Shriners, was 
the purchaser.

The proprietors and men conducting 
the game at every place described in 
the Post-Dispatch exposure of gam- 
bling last August, were indicted by 
the grand jury Tuesday. Only three 
other places outside of those named 
in the Post-Dispatch were found by 
the grand jury and indictments re- 
turned against the proprietors. 

The cases will be set for trial at the 
term of the City Court, which is now 
in session. 

During the last days of the gam- 
bling investigation State Attorney 
F. J. Tecklenberg was present in the 
grand jury room and assisted in the 
inquiry. He will personally take 
charge of the prosecutions. 

Capiases were issued Wednesday on 
the indictments, and they will be 
placed in the hands of Sheriff Cashel 
soon for service. 

The offenses alleged are misdemean- 
ors. The penalties range from a nomi- 
nal, fine to $2000 or imprisonment up to 
a year in the County Jail, or a combina. 
tion of fine and imprisonment to any 
degree wthin the maximum. 

The “In-and-Out” Game. 

The game of “in and out” is a com- 
bination of pitch, cinch and seven-up and 
when conducted by the house can be 
made to render a very respectable daily 
revenue, 

The cards are dealt as in auction 
pitch, and the points counted as in 
seven-up. The cinch feature comes in 
when the bidder offers on a ‘‘pat’’ hand 
and believes that he cannot lose. Four 
points are to be made and the four 
counting are high, low,. jack and the 
game, each counting one. 

Game is 11 points. The player first 
scoring 11 wins the money—that is he 
wins all but the rake-off for the house, 
which is from 10 to 25 cents, according 
to the number of players. But the 
house never loses, principally because a 
representative seldom plays. 

In addition to the rake-off, if the 
' game is being played in a saloon, at 
|certain intervals the announcement is 
| made that “‘the low man this time must 
|pay for the drinks.” Objection is sel- 
dom made, for each player is confident 
that he wili either win the money or at 
least be able to escape the low mark. 
In a game in which there are four play- 
ers the drinks may cost § cents, and 
where there are six players, 75 cents. 
This money goes to the cash register. 

The high man in the beginning of the 
game may be the low man when it 
ends. Looking at his hand he may 
think it is worth two; three or four 
points, and bid accordingly. It might 
have’ been worth that amount under or- 
dinary circumstances, but there is al- 
ways the chance that some player, who 
may represent the house, can read the 
cards from their backs as readily as 
by looking at their faces, and he can 
tell what the hand of each player is 
worth, 

Thus the name, “in and out,”’ which 
had its origin with a gambler who said 
he needed the money. The man who 
makes the bid and fails to make his 
points is ‘‘set back’’ that number on the 
score sheet. Then he !s “in.” At the 
end of the game the man who loses is 
“out.”

To solve the freight-rate problem, 
make the rivers of the Mississippi Va!- 
ley navigable in fact as well as in the- 
ory, was the advice of Congressman 
Champ Clark at the banquet of the St. 
Louis Manufacturers’ Association at 
Hotel Jefferson Tuesday night. 

Mr. Clark responded to the toast, ‘“The 
i’nited States in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.”’ Incidentally he discussed the 
deep waterway trom iakes to the Gull. 
He declared that water transportation 
was equivalent to freight regulation; 
that it would pay the people of the | 
Mississippi Valley to make their rivers 
navigable, even if a passenger or a 
pound of freight was never carried over 
them. 

The mere fact that the rivers could 
be navigated would bring down rates, 
he said. He added that one boat line 
between St. Louis and New Orleans 
would do more toward getting the deep | 
waterway than all the speeches that. 
could be made. He advocated a com- . 
prehensive system of river improve- : 
ment, embracing a _  14-foot waterway | 
from St. Louis to the Gulf and adequate 
depth from St. Louis to the Falls of 
St. Anthony and from Alton to Fort} 
Benton. 

To attain this end, he said, the Rep- 
resentatives and Senators in the Valley 
States should organize into a compact 
body ‘to demand what is right and 
just.’’ Counting Oklahoma, he declared 
that the Mississippi Valley now lacked 
only 12 of a majority in Congress, and 
that this majority would exist after the 
next census.

DON’T MISS THEM 


Attempt to Get Absolute Con- 
trol of Local Unions Cause 
of Failure of Organization. 


National officials and local represen- 
tatives of the National Building Trades 
Council, which has its headquarters in 
St. Louis, are watching with the keenest 
interest what they believe to be the 
death struggle of the National Struc- 
tural Alliance of the Building Trades, 
which was formed a little’ over a year 
ago in opposition to the old organiza- 

tion. 
It is the general belief among the 
building trades men that the end is 
near and that when the obsequies have 
been held there will be a return to the 
original national body of a number ot 
the international and local unions that 
severed their connection when the new 
body came into existence. 

As originally constituted the Structur- 
al Alliance was known as ‘The Big 
Nine,”’ for the reason that it had its 
inception with the officials of the nine 
leading national and international un- 
lons in the building line. These includ- 
ed the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, Brotherhood of Painters, Dec- 
orators and Paperhangers, National 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, 
International Hod Carriers and Build- 
ing Laborers, Plumbers, Steam and 
Hot Water Fitters, Hoisting Engineers, 
and three others of more or less im- 
portance. 


Looked Bright for Awhile. 


The effort was made to build a stone 
wall about these organizations and force 
all others to become _ subservient to 
them. Thus it was hoped to force all 
metal trades to affillate with the 
Bridgemen’s ‘Union, all woodworking 
trades with the Carpenters’ Union and 
sO On down the line. 

The Alliance seemed to be in a fair 
way to succeed until it ran against sev- 
eral national and international conven- 
tions of building trades unions and had 
been denied legislation which would 
force local unions of their craft to be- 
come affiliated with local branches of 
the Alliance. The operation of such 
laws would have meant the annihilation 
of local building trades councils, such 
as exist at present in St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Chicago, New York and other 
large centers. 

At the time these councils went out of 
existence the @irection of the affairs of 
all of the trades in a town or city would 
have passed into the hands of a Board 
of Governors, consisting of nine men—

Tired of Paying Taxes. 

Now comes the information that sev- 
eral of the big organizations have grown 
tired of paying a per capita tax to a 
body that fails to render service of any 
kind and they are preparing to sever 
their connection with it. Principal 
among these is the Brotherhood ot 
Painters and Decorators. General Pres- 
ident J. C. Balhorn, in his annual re- 
port, which has just been made public, 
While defending the principles of the 
Alliance, says candidly that he does not 
believe the time is ripe for the perpetu- 
ation of such an organization and says 
it 's time that the painters were serious- 
ly considering the advisability of declin- 
ing to pay any more money into the 
treasury of the alliance. This expres- 
sion, coming from President Balhorn, is 
considered significant because he was 
one of the leading spirits in the forma- 
tion of the alliance. 

The only organization that seems to 
have reaped any benefit from the alli- 
ance is the carpenters and _ joiners, 
which, through William Kirby, who is 
as carpenter and president of the alli- 
ance, secured the services of an organ- 
izer at the expense of the other build- 
ing trades unions. 

“The Structural Alliance has never 
been anything more than a dual or- 
ganization,’’ said H. W. Steinbiss, gen- 
eral secretary-treasurer of the National 
Building Trades Council, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday. ‘Therefore it 
is not surprising that it is destined to 
meet an early death. It was wholly un- 
able to gain a foothold in St. Louis, and 
it made a signal failure of its attempt 
to supersede the Associated Building 
Trades in Chicago. Conditions look 
bright for the return of the National 
Building Trades Council to its old pow- 
er.’’

Physician Asserts Accident and 
Old Age Should Be Only 
Causes of Death. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, March 20.—Dr. H. Bur- 
ton Stevenson, president of the Balti- 
fore County Medical Association, said 
todjay’ that there should be only two 
unpreventable causes of death—old age 


and accident—and that all germ dis- 
eases are curable by antitoxins. 

Antitoxins for nearly all diseases are 
Obtaingd through the use of the human 
animal as a factorq. Some are obtain- 
able in no other way. Therefore, to re- 
duce the high costs of antitoxins ,con- 
victed criminals should be use for this 
purpose. 

Dr. Stevenson states: “As a result of 
the great discovery of antitoxins man’s 
allotted three-score years and ten will 
800n be a myth. The twentieth century 
medicine will make disease a harmless 
indisposition and death by accident and 
old age only the order of the day. Sur- 
gery, electro-therapy and the Roentgen 
rays ar edaily demonstrating the fact 
that hitherto unconquerable diseases are 
yielding to treatment, and serum-thera- 
py, the glittering gleam of generations 
gone, is becoming a reality. 

“The use of animals to produce anti- 
toxins is not ample or able to meet the 
demand; science must have human be- 
ings. 

“This great obstacle, however, can be 
Overcome by using the criminals in our 
penitentiaries for the production of the 
anti-scrums. A law making the punish- 
ment for certain crimes optional with 
he convicted—imprisonment on the one 
nd, inoculation with. certain disease 
s on the other—would solve the 
blem for all tme. With the work 
the hands of experienced men, chosen 
‘ier their medical acumen and not by 
litical influence, the human-produced 
 Antitoxin could be furnished = which 
- would supply the medical profession for 
all, or nearly all the known diseases 
ue to germs. And it would not be 
dangerous to the subjects, either. 

“The antitoxin as now produced by 
corporations are placed at so high a 
fieture tha they are beyond the reach of 
the poor, and are such a drain upon the 
rich that a disinclination to their use 
is produced. This obstacle to the rapid 
development of the twéntieth century 
medicine could be overcome by generous 
State and municipal aid.

She alleges a 
marriage contract in which the Colonel 
promised her $50,000 worth of property 
and she asks for this and other prop- 
erty besides. 

Col. Pratt’s daughter, Mrs. Harriett 
Bell Magee of Chicago; Mrs. Olson, wife 
of a wealthy citizen of Christiana, Nor- 
way, and his grandson, Jerome Pratt 
Magee, are named in Mrs. Pratt’s pe- 
tition as co-defendants. 
Colonel and Mrs. Pratt have Known for 
some time that they were having do- 
mestic troubles and early in the winter, 
when the Colonel went to Texas, it was 
said that he would not return to his 
wife.

GOTHAM-BOSTON AUTO ROAD 


172-Mile Highway Would Cost 
$15,000,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

BOSTON, March 20.—An ambitious 
project for an automobile highway, run- 
ning over private lands from Boston to 
New York, was given a hearing by the 
Roads and Bridges Committee of the 
Legislature today.* The automobilists 
turned out in force in its favor. Fred T. 
Hinds, representing the petitioners, said 
that the estimated cost was $70,000 a 
mile; the length of the proposed auto- 
mobile road 172 miles, and that the total 
cost of construction would be between 
$12,500,000 and $15,000,000. 

They proposed to charge a toll of 5 
cents per mile for a large car and % 
cents per mile for a small car, or the 
gross toll of practically $8.75 for the en- 
tire distance for a large. car. That 
would pay the interest. He calculated 
that there would be at least 500 cars on 
the highway between Boston and New 
York daily, counting both ways. He 
said that he could not see why the con- 
trol by any commission was essentia] 
after the first approval as to route and 
land taken, but if considered necessary 
he would prefer that it be the highway 
commission,

CHICO, Cal., March %.—Flood condi- 
tions here are serious. The village of 
Dreadful, near Oroville, has been en- 
tirely destroyed by the Feather River. 
Over two hundred men, women ‘and 
children were driven to take refuge in 
trees and tops of houses where they 
were exposed to rain and cold for 48 
hours. Small boats rescued many. 

One boat engaged in rescue work was 
capsifed and seven were drowned, They 
were Mrs. J. W. Hogue and one child, 
Mrs. J. F. Dallis and two children, Mrs. 
Legallay and Stella Legallay. 

A relief train from Chico with boats, 
clothing and provisions was dispatched 


er the Northern Electric road. reach- 
ng the scene after some difficulty. The 
work of rescue continues. Fifty per- 
sons are still on the island and there is 
much suffering among the women and 
children. 


MUCH FRUIT LAND IS 
RUINED NEAR SAN JOSE. 


SAN JOSE, Cal., March 2.—More 
damage has been done by floods in the 
creeks in the last 24 hours than in the 
past 15 years. Erosion of the banks 
will cost many acres of fine fruit and 
farming land while the washing out 
of bridges, notably the Southern Pacific 
one on the Alamaden branch, will stop 
all traffic from San Jose to Los Gatos 
by way of Campbell for weeks. The 
damage in the vicinity of the latter 
town will reach many thousand dollars. 

Fruit farmers generally are of the 
opinion that there will be light crops 


this year, if some do not prove utter 
failures. The rains are believed to 
have washed out much of the pollen, 
which will prevent the blooms matur- 
ing into fruit.

We are today trying a man 
who is insane, while under the law he 
is sane. He is a paranoiac, and while 
he is insane he is not insane in the 
eyes of the law, for, strictly speaking, 
he knows the nature and quality of his 
acts, 

“A man named Taylor went to death 
under exactly similar circumstances. 
The Appelate Court said that he was 
insane, but .he was a paranoiac, and 
while his act was committed as the re- 
sult of a delusion, this delusion was 
not such as would have made his act 
justifiable had it been true. It was 
one of the most gruesome acts the law 
has ever done. 

‘‘In five minutes time,’’ continued Mr. 
Jerome, “I can show that this man is 
incapable of advising his counsel as he 
sits here in court. I will present facts 
which will prevent this trial from go- 
inz further.”’ 

“In view of the statement made by 
the Digtrict Attorney,” said Justice 
Fitzgerald, ‘“‘I now ask that I be given 
all the information in the possession 
of either counsel—all the evidence as 
to the defendant’s present state of mind 
which can be presented to the Court. 
I Go this, before instituting the proceed- 
ings I understand have been asked for.’’ 

Mr. Delmas wanted to know if a com- 
mission in lunacy was under discus- 

Fitz- 
gerald, “‘is asked to hear’ testimony 
while the jury is out of the room and 
then determine its course.”’ 

“All of my own experts, Dr. Bing- 
ham, the family physician and Dr. Dee- 
mar, the physician to the Copley family, 
have informed me,”’ said District Attor- 
ney Jerome, ‘‘that this man is suffering 
from paronia. This paranoia is char- 
acterized by systematized delustions. 
While suffering from one of these in- 
sane delusions, this man shot and killed 
Stanford White.’’ 

Did your own experts tel you that?’’ 
inquired Justice Fitzgerald of District 
Attorney Jerome. 

‘“‘They certainly did,’’ replied Mr. Je- 
rome, ‘“‘but from the record of the case 
I was prevented from bringing this out. 
. was bound down to a hypothetical 
question and my witresses testified only 
as to the hypothetical question. There 
is hereditary insanity in this man, 
which he cannot avoid.’’ 

Mr. Delmas again inquired if a com- 
mission in lunacy had been applied for. 

“IT so understand it,’ said Justice 
Fitzgerald, “if the court Shall so de- 
cide.”’ 

“We are prepared to combat that ap- 
plication,’’ said Mr. Delmas. 

‘“‘T have made no formal application,”’ 
explained Mr. Jerome. ‘I submit to 
your honor the fact that as he sits there 
the defendant is incapable of directing 
his defense. I leave the matter entirely 
to the court.”’

NEW YORK, March  20.—Like 
woman in Conan Doyle's story who dis- 
covered that her eminently respectable 
husband made his big income by profes- 
sional begging on street corners, Mrs. 
Edna Howard of 414 West Fifty-third 
street, discovered that her husband of 
ten months was not all that she fondly 
believed him. But, unlike that woman, 
she did not call in a Sherlock Holmes 
to solve the mystery. 

Shocked at his incoherent raving of 
jails and sheriffs, as he lay asleep by 
et side, she decided to be her own de- 
ective. Her sucess was so great in 
finding out his record that she left him 
and this morning he will be examined in 
the Adams Street Court in Brooklyn, 
charged with assaulting her on Henry 
street in that borough Monday night. 

Her counsel is Gen. Horatio C. King, 
who is interested in her case in a 
philanthropic way, and Mrs. Hillis, wife 
of the Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, 
will probably appear with her. Mrs. 
Hillis has been a friend to Mrs. Howard 
through all her troubles of the last few 
months. 

Mrs. Howard is petite and pretty, 
about 25 years old. Previous to meet- 
ing Howard sne had earned a living by 
acting as maid in the offices of doc- 
tors and dentists. She was alone in the 
world, with the exception of a married 
brother, who at present is giving her a 
home, and about Jan. 1, 1906, being with- 
out a position, she cast about for a 
permanent home, 

Advertised for Husband. 

“I put a matrimonial ad in a paper,’ 
said Mrs. Howard. “I suppose it was 
an awfully silly thing to do, but I had 
known of people being happily married 
that way, and I: was so lonesome and 
so tired of working hard for my living. 
I zot an answer pretty soon, and made 
arrangements to meet him. We met 
in the Postoffice at the corner of Fourth 
avenue and Twenty-third street. I had 
an elderly woman with me. 

‘He was well dressed, very courteous 
and polite, and’ we decided to go to the 
theater together that night. All 
of us went. After that for about five 
months our courtship went on. We cor- 
responded a great deal, and every time 
he came to see me he was as courteous 
as he could be. May 2, 1906, we were 
married in 8t. George’s Church in 
Brooklyn. 

‘‘Almost as soon as I married him le 
changed completely. Within three 
weeks he beat me. I was hurt, and 
my ideals were smashed; but I thought 
it was an exhibition of temper that 
would pass and I loved him. But -it 
was the frightful things he _ talked 
about in his sleep that scared me and 
made me suspicious of him.

THE RAILROAD CASE. 

In an address to the Cincinnati Receivers’ and 
Shippers’ Association, Cov. Hoke Smith of Georgia 
referred to the campaign now being waged for the 
conrol of railroads and the regulation of railroad 
rates on a fair basis, as not in any sense a struggle 
of labor against capital or of poverty against prop- 
erty, but as a struggle for the rights of/ property 
owners and their employes against the mismanage- 
ment of quasi-public corporations. He said that 
the mismanagement of the railroads, with the pil- 
ing up of watered securities, is an assault upon 
the rights and interests of the men owning indus- 
trial and manufacturing enterprises and agricultural 
interests, and of the great body of the people de- 
pendent upon these activities. 

Gov. Smith pointed out that the control of rail- 
roads had passed from practical managers to bank- 
ers and financiers who speculated in railroad stocks. 
He said that of the thirteen billions of railroad cap- 
italization only six billions represented actual values 
and the other seven billions consisted of watered 
stocks and bonds, which is equivalent to a perma- 
nent mottgage to that amount on the industries of 
the people. The proceeds of these watered. stocks 
and bonds, which should have been applied to con- 
struction and betterment, were used to pile up 
enormous fortunes, and instead of maintaining rates 
on the basis of a fair return on the money actually 
invested, the rates are maintained to earn interest 
and dividends on watered securities. The injustice 
of this is manifest. 

Gov. Smith has fairly stated the case, and until 
the water is squeezed out.of: railroad stocks and 
bonds and the railreads come down to the basis of 
fair service for fair compensation, the campaign 
must go on. :

The history of the State, of all parts of the State, 
of all the communities which compose the State, is 
a record not only of fair play, but of large and 
often prodigal liberality to public service corpora- 
tions, including railroads, telegraphs, telephones and 
all others which stand for modern progress. 
The question of whether these publie service cor- 
porations have played fair with the public is another 
question. But regardless of the answer, there will 
be no retribution, no “getting even;” nothing done 
for spite or for any other reason than to further 
their highest interests and the highest interests of 
progress. They will get fair play, and they need 
not. be afraid of it. It will not hurt them. It will 


do them good.

O REAR a boy under what parents 
call the ‘‘sheltered life system’’

to extreme grief simply from ignorance 


of the proper proportion of things. 
There was a boy once who had been 
brought up under the “sheltered life’ 
theory: and the theory killed him dead. 
He stayed with his people all his days, 


from the hour he was born until the 


hour he went into Sandhurst nearly at 


the top of the list. He was beautifully 


taught in all that wins marks by a pri- 


vate tutor, and carried the extra weight 


of “never having given his parents an 


hour's anxiety in his life.’

Former Russian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Passes Away 
After Long Illness. 


SAN REMO, Italy, March 20.—Count 
Viadimir Nicolaevitch Lamsdorff, for- 
mer Russian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, died here last night as the result 
of a complication of diseases. He had 
been ill since May, 1906. After leaving 
St. Petersburg at that time he devoted 
his time to trying to recover his health. 
Last December he was reported to be 
suffering from heart disease and but 


little hope for his recovery was enter- 
tained then 

Count Lamsdorff was born in St. 
Petersburg in 1844, and, after the usual 
training for official life, he entered the 
Home Office. In 1872 he was transferred 
to the Foreign Office, where he speedily 
won the hearts of his superiors by do- 
ing all their work for them and allow- 
ing them to take all the credit. 

It was Count Lamsdorff who, first 
of all. Russian Ministers, emphasized 
his convictions of the greatness of the 
character of the present Emperor. It 
was Count Lamsdorff who first took up 
the basilic suggestion as to the inter- 
national conference for the arrange- 
ment of armaments. And it was Count 
Lamsdorff who, during, the whole of 
Count Muravieff’s tenure of the office, 
was, under the Emperor, the real di- 
rector of the foreign policy of Russia. 

When Alexander III became Czar he 
was attached to his suite for a time, 
and accompanied him on several of his 
journeys, while with the present Czar, 
both before and after his ascension, he 
was always In very close touch.

AUTHOR, 1S DEAD 
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for the

Expires Following Removal 
From Hospital Where Oper- 
ation Was Performed. 


BOSTON, Mass., March 20.—Follow- 
ing his remoyal to his home from the 
Massachusetts Homeopathit Hospital, 
Where he underwent an operation 
Several weeks ago, Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, author, died last night. The 
operation was first thought to have 
been successful, but a few days ago 
Mr. Aldrich suffered a relapse. He is 
Survived by a wife and one son, Tal- 
bot B. Aldrich. ; 

It was a singular position that 

Thomas Bailey Aldrich, with the help 
of circumstances, made for himself in 
the worid of letters. He was ina 
Sense the sole connecting link be- 
tween the old and the new literary 
schools in America. 
When Oliver Wendell Holmes died— 
the last leaf upon the tree’’—Mr. Ald- 
rich was designated by sentiment as 
the most likely successor of the ge- 
nial autocrat, and for all that he was 
lacking in the warmly intimate ap- 
peal of the graceful Holmes, he was 
better qualified for the distinction 
than any other writer of the day. 

Born in Portsmouth, N. H., on Nov. 
11, 1836, he spent most of his boyhood 
in Louisiana, but returned to his home 
to prepare for college. ine death of 
his father interrupted his plans and 
he took a position in an uncle's count- 
ing-house in New York.
